Great alarm prevails lu the towu. )

This morning early the police seized over
three hundred pikes and a Jarge quantity of per-
cussion caps, in the workshop ot a man named
Tracey, m Blackns!l row. The wife has been
arrested, but Tracey is not yet in custody,

From the Cork Constitution, January 11,

According to a telegram, the advanced guard
of the grand army arrived in Sligo yesterday,
and were At once taken into costody., They
were fally armed, snd meant, no doabt, to dis-
tinguolsh themselves by capturing the Jaland, To
thtﬁr disgoet, however, they were captured
themselves, and, matend of the town rising to
the rescue, it seems to have acguiesced most

tefully w the indignity, Had they been
g:.nged on the gpot they would have but met
their deserts, bnt that might have been “im-
politie” or “eruel,” for there i1s no knowing how
1o deal with “invading” nsesssins in these hu-
manitarian deys.

ADDRESS OF ME, HNARLAN,

Mr. Harlan then spoke substantially as fol-
lows:—T'he church and congregation represented
here to-night are cntering on the second cen.
tury ot their existence, and theré has boow &
desire to commence with new ensrgy and large
liberality, that the wterests of the clhiroh might
be adviancsd antd the education of odur own
people and of the wotld be secured, All those
who belleve in the immortiality of the soul,
and that hfe here & but a probation to be con-
tnued In s Motare world In bliss or soegnish
forever, canpnot but feel a strong desive to md
the Churen i the world’s christisnization; aud
all who notice that the wisest and mot de-
girable astociations of e follow in Its tram,
a knowledee of the anita and sciences, eannot
but otherwise than to wish to pusgh on thee
emrrgmes. I need not stale to you that the
wealth and power ol the world I8 iu the hands
of Cbristlan nations, Our own nation over-
shadows ull nations on Lhis clde of the ooonn:
knglana on the other: France at the head of the
Cutholic, and Russin ol the Greek Charch; so
toat pone cian be without & motive to assist the
Church to chilstianlze the world. We also fiud
the means; we have in this land wealth of
$20,0600,000,000; of our population, 1,000,000 are
members of the Methodist Chureh. Tney are
mainly aduits, and represent 3,000,000, or one-
eighth of tue population of the United States,
They are ae wealthy and ns intelligent as the
majority ol thewr fellow-iligens, QOur weal'n
doubles about each ten yeras, and at the ead of
the gresent century the wealth of the United
Stutes wall be 100,000,000,000, Youn are increasing
ut the rate of three per cent, each year, and you
will see in thig conntry 100,000,000 ol people, or
one-tenth of all that hive on the earth,

ADDRESS OF BISHIOP JANRSH,

This celebration is not to be alone spirtual,
but to take un a avantial churscter; nod the
moest suitable objects for our bhenevoleuce are
the miscions in Germany sud the Irish fund, snd
I will spesls to vou of these two subjects, The
mission was establiched in 1B49: a conlerence
wis orgnnlzed in 18%2; we have sent cleht miais
ters, oue of whom 18 dead, There are now
tuirty-tve itinerant misstonaries, twenty-cight of
whom have been contirmed and Deensed there,
We have m Denmark and Norway cleven
missionaries, and in Germany and Switzer-
land there are 016 communicants, 83 Subbath
Schools, 400 oflicers and teachers, and 4000
scholars, Our mission publishes three paviodi-
cals: it has distributed 175,000 bound volumes,
216,000 books v paper, 100,000 children’s boolks,
Ju0u Bibles, 116,000 Testaments, and several
thousany with passages ol Scripture, or 660,000
volumes in nll.  They have distributed 6,000,000
ol tracts; these ure strictly religions pabiica-
tions and evangelieal liternture, Vur misson in
Bremen was established in 1558, and 26 young
men have entered the pastoral work. We have
three ciasses of young men, Tols mstitute ra.
ceives students not hcensed to preach; they teach
Germnn,classics,dogmatic and pastoral theolowy,
and chovoh bistory, We regard it a8 essential to
our prosperity there, It's hard for youne men
to nequire an education there without aid, aund
there is no other place in Germany where a
Methodist education cun be obtained. We could
today make o draft on yonung mimsters there
for foreign missions i any part of the world,
They ate patient, epduring, and persevering. In
Germuny thig metitute promises great uselal-
ness, We all remewber the long and severe
contest in that countrv for religious liverty
and the stropeiee of the early . Chureh,
Inm Germany Metnodist experieuce first com-
menced, There rose the star which Wesley
loVlowed, We have alwavs believed that s true
believer could apostadize. Tt 1t be true with
one It 18 generally (rue in churches; and we find
an ilustration in the present religious coudition
of the Cemman churches, There nre douptless
many who live aright, bat they admit the lsct
that formality, rationulism, inidelity, Sabbuath-
breaking, protunity, and v ce abound there, and
there 18 a4 necessity for a revival of the truth of
the Gospel—Christ and His salvation, nnd the
pres¢inge wants ot the people there, The Gov-
ernment regard us fayorably, and reyivals are

frequent and lervent there, and the motive (or
progecution is great and predsing, This dnstitute
154 necessity, Tt is $10,000 in debt, and
we need another building costing $10.000,
and $10,000 more are necded for the en-
dowment of its Presidency, 1 also pre-

sent toe claims of the Evangelization Fund
of the Irieh Onuvreh. Our brethren there have
labored earnestly for muny years, A few years
sinee the Conlerence was convinced that unless
they incrensed their foree tney must continue to
decline, and they determioed to do 1t, They
established parochinl schools, and made urrange-
ments (or ibe education of young men; tuads
were necessary, and the pood, people raised all
all they could, but not enough. In 1855-6 they
uppealed to us, and received encouragement
that they might get $100,000 from us, They
bhave received $40,000, which Is spent in
school-hovses and = college., They have 104
schools, and 128 teachers; in the schools the
teachers preach, and the schools seem to them
and to me & necessily, We have decwed this
n fit time for us to present to the Irish
Church the balance of the $100,000, ne
it, they need s_vmpnlhx. They need it™Snd we
owe it to them, merican Mothodism  was
planted in Ireland, and was transplunted to this
country, 'l'hef found a home there, and Phll,
Embury preached in this city the first Methodist
sermon preached on this continent, with the
exception of those of Wesley. Strobridee,
another [rish preacher, began about whe same
time in Murylind, and irom them bas risen all
the Methodism in ghis counury and Canads.
Ireland hus continwed to furnish the preachers
to this duy, An Irighman introduced Method-
lsm into Nova Scotlsa and Auawralia; Ireland
gave us Dr. Butler, who planted Metihod-
1m in India. It our duty to stand by
Ireland in the hour of her trial. The close of
our war and the desth of slavery are to have
great effect upon the migration of Irlshmen
hither. It has bean a question whether wo could
maintaln ourselves againgt internal difficulty,
That question bas been settled; there Is no doubt
about our perpetuity. These und other conside-
rations will bring to our land a tide ol emigra-
tion never munlr.:..d, never calculated, 1s it not
our ‘interest and our duty to pre-Americanize
them? And It is'because of all this that I nak
you to remember these subjects and nterests
which I have presemted you. There can be
no more urgent elaims thun theirs; there cun be
no more appropriste contribohon. May God
make this ocenslon s blessing to us and the
entire community,

The fleld ol aduon-
ton 15 not =0 well and so thoroughly flled, We
hase imled to necomplish afl that we shonld be-
cuuea of npartial inability to establish schonls
witcre noeded, and beosuse we orected some
where we shounld ‘not have done it. 'We recous
nize the value of education in the world, and it
rests tor us to declae whethor our children
shail be among the governors or the hewers of
wood and the drawers of water., We have o
large famiy and they must all be educated.

AFRICAN EXPLORATION.

M Dn Challln's Last Expedition—iIls
Acvconnt of ithe Pigmies,

AL Du Chaeillu delivered an address before the
Roynl Geographical Soclety in Loundon, on the
Bth indtant, in which he pave a description of
his second journey into Equnatorial Alrica. A

Jdaree andience was present, amoog them mauny

emunent men of science. Sir K. Murchizon, the
President of the Boclety, occopied the chalr, and

'awong thé general company were Mr, Adams,

the Amerienn Minister; Loid A, Ohurchill, Mr,
Crawford, Sir H, Rawhnson, M. P.: Mr, . Fol-
som, Presidert of the Amencan Ethnologieal So-
clety ; Mr, Owen, ete. At the close of the ad-
drees, 8ir K. Murchson, Professor Owen, and
others heartily vouched tor the correctness ot
Mr., Du Chaillw’s repores. Mr. Do Qhaillu spid:—

He leit London on the Gth ot August, 1860,
and on the Uth of October, in the same year, he
reached a point called bernand Vaz, on the
Almcan coast, immediately to the south side of
the Equutor. He advanced eastward (o the
Aslirn country, where he had been on & former
journey, and w here hejwas welliremembered and
kinaly received. He had many oflers of marriage
presged npon him: but with these he had respect-
tully declined, (A laugh.) In réading the works
of Grant, Speke, and Borton he observed many
words which were ldentical with and which
closely resembled words uged in the district he
had traversed; and he had no doubt that the
tribes of Weslern and Eastern Afvica had
formed originally oue common &toek,

In the part he visiled there wus a row of
mountains near the sea, and, githough in & tropl-
cial country, he found 1t very cloudy, making
ﬂ-.-trrmmulcu'l observations diflicult. The greatest
beut experienced was ninety-eight degrees in the
shade nnd ooe hundred aad forty-eight degrees
in the sun. The coolest weather in July regis-
tered sixty degrees and sixty-fonr degrees, He
found s gradual decresse of population as he
went inwards, showing that some deaper cause
for additional mortality is al work than the (ire-
waler of the white mau, and wherever he had
hail been he found nothlmt but a vast jungle,
From the earth below he had to look up to the
sky above to learn his route, and throughout his
journey he had tried very hard to collect infor-
mution, and to do his best. (Cheers,)

At the outset he had avery unfortunate acci-
dent, for a eanoe turned over, upsettingnot only
himself bot mucn of bis astronomical instru-
ments and baggage, He started to explore the
Ovenga River with a retinue of only ive men
und five boys, all natives, snd of the Comi tribe
—a tribe who were always [riendly with him,
und who would not hurt a hair of his head,
though, to be sure, very few haws were left upon
it tor them {o hurt. (Lauvghter.) Pephaps il he
Liad more men he would not have been obliged
to refurn, especinlly as transport in the country
is very diffieait and expensive, us it must all be
done by men,

GomiLLag,—When they reached Olinda the
old King was very frieudly with him, and ealled
him **his sweociheart.” « 8iill; e was 50 exucting
in his demands, that M. du Chaillu told him he
thought he loved his goods -mogt. The chiel
replied that he “loved both,” '(Lemughter.) Here
he had numerous, offers of marnage from the
native ladies, gll dressed in their best, but the
whole were respectiully declined.

ten govilias eating bermes, They quickly wmade
for the ground and ran away, except oue old

| male, who cametowards him to know what was

the matter, giving it the same time a loud roar,
The approsch of his men irightened the snimal,
which then ran away.

He therefore had redson to modify some of the
oplnions eypressed In his book, and he belisved
that gorillss are somelimes gregarious, His
nepgroes captured a fullgrown female, which
they kept for several duys, but the whole of
them were very much frightened at it. He had
four live ones In bis posasession at diferant times,
He saw nothme to relraot respecting their habits
from what he hud poeviously atated, He fo)-
lowed the river Ovigul, near which bhe passed
many deserted villages, He visited the Nogoshi
Falle, The natiyes believe that the falls are
placed there by Epirits to prevent people from
coming up the river, and thau the spirits still sit
there watohing the waters, Near these falls
there are two lslands, the dimensions of which
were mueh emfwumtcd by the natives: in fact,
they cannot help exaggerating everything, so it
ie necessary to dedact seventy-five per cent.
| from thelr statemonts, and then the remsaiming
| quarter will sometimes be [ar too much. The
river here 48 about one hundred and ffty yards
wide, und an island divides it into' two paris at
the falls, so that il & difficult to see the opposite
bank., About seventy yards from the side on
which he stood were two granite rocks, whereon
the water jfoll,

Just as he was on the pomnt of going to Otanga
confluent emull-pox ot the worst iKind broks ont
among the natives, denths were numerons in all
directions, and from évery hot almost oame the
groank of tho dying or tha cries of mourners for
the dend, He was not himsel! alraid of it, more
especially a8 he had Been viceinatad Jost hotam
leaving London; but he asked his men to go
back aud not riskythelr Hives, This at st they
retused to doy, but alterwards s nuinber of them
leir, The natives nooused him of having killed
thetr ehief, who died of the disease. Tuls made
bis position more dangerous, He was unwell
the heat was intolerable, and for months he had
to endure torments. Depatutions from sue
rounding tribes were sent to him, sayine he
would not be allowed to go throuah thelr terri-
tory. 1t was, however, possible to ro through a
part of the Otangs connfry. a fonr days' journey
without seeing a villnge, and this part ho set out
to explore,

Eelore long the plagne broke oot among his
men; some of the natives ran away with & por
tion of his goods, and losi, 'wick, and newr!
sturving, he and his men supported lite for o day
or two by enling two monkeys, and really the
mear was got so bad under the circumsraunces,
He was alterwards allowed to proeced by the
Otanga people,

Heére & very entfous custom prevai’s, When a
oeison dies toey ous off his head, aad put it inn
box, surrounded with cluy or chalk, the whole
of which e satorated ne the head deeays. The
descendunt of the decepsed rubs his body with
this clay or chalk, praying to his ance:tor at
tie same time to #lve tam luck, When he
receives o guesi and wants to make a great triend
of him, he goes to the place where the heads of
his relatives are kept, scrutebes a bit ofl tue
ekull of one of his ancvssors, and puts thus bonoe

owder tn the dish Intended tor his friend, who

aving eaten of it becomes of one bloud ‘wita
himself, therefors must love him truly, open his
heurt and give him whatever he desires, He
(M. du Chatllu) might have eaten a little of that
bone powder himself, but he hoped thut he had
not. (Laughter.)

Tte Napono tribes, whom he next vislted,
were a very warlike people, wearing iron swords,
which they made themselves, #8 the country
contains ironstone, specimens of which he had
brought to Eneland, The natives here are o
quarrelsome that he did not see a man who had
not some cuts about his body: moreover, they
are incormgible drunkards, They have three
wtoxicating liquars, made respectively from the
sugareane, honey, und the sup of the palm trey,
The Napono people troated him well, never took
anythime from him, and he had nothing Lo say
againgt them. From bere the country rises
rapidly—mounntaing, mountains, mountains,
nothing but mountains, up and down formonths,
One village 8 reached from avother by a path
through & forest, and the gaid path cannot be
leit, He belioved the whole of Afrien could be
traversed by these Little praths, and 1n the diree-
E_mu lie journcyed they took a tolerably siraight

ine,

The villnges are large, sometimes containing a
thousand people, but situsted a conziderable
distunce apart, The people are divided into
clans, verv much like the Seotch ; only a man
belongs to his mother's clan, not to his tather's,
At Mokenn, in the sugar country, people make
very good cloths ; soine of the natives dresa
fashivnably, swing their arms aristocratically,
tnd ure perrect dandies, Thecloth is very good,
much betfer than that obtaived from Manches-
ter—not that Manchester does not make zood
cloth, but the best of it is pever seen by the
natives—(laughter)—and vot sold in Africa.

THE PIGMIES.

In the Astangi country he saw little huts four
feet high, forming villages, generally uninhs-
bited, becdnze the dwarts who somatimes live in
them lead o wandering, gipsy lite. The abori-
gines seem 1o reeard these dwarls with supersty-
tious awe. and ho could get tew opportunities to
exumme them. The women were less alraid of
him then the men, who ran away; »0 on one oc-
casion be had the opportunity of measurlng
them, and he found the a-ernge height of the
women to be four feet four inehes to'tour teet
five inches,

Nearer the Obongs country he came upon
mountans agnin.  He reached Monaoo Kombo,
the larthest point of his journey, at the end of
July, urd withed to return, brcavee he was
atraid of the rainy season, The chief of the
people wished him to remain, and on one ocos-

joined the crowd, hnngln)g the news that the
gnwie bullet had penetrated her ht and killed
her sister,

He and his party retreated with all speed to
the nurrow paths in the woods, lollowed by but
not firing upon the natives, who occasionally
shot at them with poleoned arrows, one ol whic
wounded him aiter passing throngh a thick
wooden bell, which perbaps saved s lite.  His
men were selzed with a panie, and threw away
most of lys apparatus and specimens, and atter
vurious mishaps he renched the Achita country.
Here be was very ill, and at one time believed
the place would be his grave. PFioally he
reached the coust, and found a ship bound for
London.

He concluded by thanking Sir Rodarick Mur-
c¢hison and Professor Owen for the true (riend-
ship they had ever shown him, snd scknowl-
edged the kindness at the hands of the Royal
Geographical Bociety.

Irofessor Owen sald that the west constof
Africa was 8 most dangerons and deadly vne flor
Europeans to expore; and M. du Chaillu had oot
only done his work well, but acourately, He
then warmly defended M, du Challlu from the
sitacks made by many reviewers, in the matter
